I happened to be at the 
time the Governor of a great State, anu 
Tt wondered if I could originate some 
law that would protect two and one- 
half millions of the best men ani 
women in the world. But I was unable 
to formulate one satisfactory even to 
myself. Therefore I apppealed to my 
Democratic friends throughout the 
State in something like a hundred cam- 
pai speeches. I had no difficulty in 

ng plenty of these brethren who 
could formulate an anti-trust resolu- 
tion, so I asked them to formulate an 
anti-trust law. I promised if they would 
submit one to recommend it to the 
Legisiature of my State. But none was

“Bince then I have Investigated some- 
what, and I have discovered a few 
facts which are quite a consolation at 
least to mc. One is that the United 
States Steel C ration. produced only 
43.9 per cent. of the fron ore dug in 
this country during the year 1901. It 
produced 42.9 per cent. of the pig iron, 
66.3 per cent. of the steel ingots and. 
castings, 50.1 per cent. of the rolied 
products, such as steel rails, structural 
shapes, plates. etc.. and wire, and 65.8 
per cent. of the wire nails.

Not 
only will there be immediate and tan- 
gible benefit in the matter of dollars 
and cents—which consideration will 
have much weight with the average 
citizen—but the benefits which will 
accrue in the future will be even 
greater than those attendant upon the 
convention itself. 


Church throughout the world, and it 
is the largest representative gather- 
ing of a Christian denomination in 
the world. It is estimated that it will 
bring to Les Angeles, should the 
conference be held here, not less than 
30,000 persons, from all parts of the 
earth. The General Conference is 
held every four years, in the month 
of May, the sessions continuing 
throughout the entire month.

General Manager Randolph Makes Ap- 
plication in Person, and Traction Line 
Will Have Strong Rival if Huntir‘zton 
Gets Desired Privilege. 


SAN PEDRO, Oct. 8.—As predicted 
in The Times several weeks ago, the 
Pacific Electric Railway Company has 
Signified its intention of entering San 
Pedro. Last evening a communication 
was presented in person by Epes Ran- 
dolph, Vice-president and general man- 
ager of the interurban lines of the 
Huntington system, asking the City 
Trustees for a franchise to construct 
and operate a street-railway system on 
many of the principal thoroughfares. 
The board was quick to take action, 
and ordered the clérk to advertise for 
bids, which are to be opened at 8 o'clock 
on the morning of November 235. 

The route over which the Pacific 
Electric Company seeks a franchise 
commences at the intersection of Pa- 
cific avenue (formerly known as West 
street,) at its intersection with the 
southerly boundary line of the city of 
San Pedro; thence northerly along Pa- 
cific avenue, or other private right¢ of 
ways to the northerly boundary line of 
the city; also, commencing at the in- 
tersection of Pacific avenue and Fourth 
street, thence easterly on Fourth 
street to east line of Front street; also, 
commencigg at the intersection of Pa- 
cific avenue and Sixth street, thence 
easterly along Sixth street to Front 
street, thence northerly along Front to 
Fifth street, thence westerly along 
Fifth to Beacon street: also, commenc- 
ing at the intersection of Sixth and 
Beacon streets, thence northerly on 
Beacon street to Fourth street, thence 
northerly on Beacon street or over 
private right of ways to the northerly 
boundary line of the city: also,scom- 
mencing at the intersection of Beacon 
and Sixth streets, thence southerly on
